REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN. 

Shirley,  Mass.,  March  i,  1894, 
To  the  voters  of  the  Tozvn  of  Shirley. 

Gentlemen:  The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report 
of  their  work  for  the  year  which  ends  March  1,  1894.  The 
list  given  below  exhibits  the  amounts  which  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  which  are  now  due.  The  second  table  gives  the 
summary  of  the  amounts  which  have  been  expended.  The 
third  table  shows  the  financial  condition  of  the  town,  and 
the  fourth,  the  estimates  fof  the  town  year  which  will  end 
March  1,  1895.  In  these  estimates  your  Selectmen  have 
made  such  reduction  as  seemed  advisable  to  them,  consid- 
eration being  given  to  the  expenditures  in  the  past,  and  the 
needs  of  the  future.

the  question  :  "  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  Town." 

The  Polls  will  be  opened  at  Twelve  o'clock 
at  noon,  and  may  be  closed  at  Four  o'clock

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


Respectfully  submitted: 

The  School  Board  met  and  organized  March  17,  1893,  as 
follows : 

Henry  Edgarton,  Chairman. 

Mrs.  N.  J.  Rowell,  Secretary  and  Committee  on  Supplies. 
Samuel  Longley,  Atithorized  to  sign  age  and  schooling 
certificates. 

By  reason  of  the  limited  appropriation  made  by  the  town 
for  school  expenses,  we  were  unable  to  effect  a  union  with 
other  towns  for  the  purpose  of  employing  a  superintendent, 
we  therefore  engaged  the  services  of  Mrs.  S.  M.  Barker, 
who  has  continued  the  work  so  well  begun  previously. 

We  confidently  report  a  year  of  successful  work  in  the 
schools.  There  has  been  harmony  and  cooperation  among 
teachers  and  pupils.  Progressive  steps  taken  generally. 
The  schools  are  as  closely  graded  as  circumstances  allow. 

Regular  reports  of  the  different  classes  have  been  re- 
quired and  faithfully  rendered. 

Promotion  has  followed  advancement  in  scholarship. 
Teachers'  meetings  have  been  an  important  feature  of  the 
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work.  The  course  of  study  pursued  proves  effectual  and 
satisfactory.  Special  effort  has  been  made  by  teacher  and 
pupils  in  the  grammar  grade  for  graduation  in  June  of  a 
class  prepared  to  enter  a  high  school. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  voters  to  needed  repairs 
on  the  different  buildings,  suggesting  that  an  appropriation 
in  accordance  with  these  requirements  be  made.  If  con- 
solidation of  the  schools  is  impracticable,  the  buildings 
should  be  made  habitable  and  convenient. 

We  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the 
superintendent. 

The  number  of  children  in  town  between  five  and  fifteen 
years  of  age,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1893,  was  two  hundred 
and  twenty-eight.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  School  Committee : 

My  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  schools  is 
herewith  respectfully  submitted.  Appended  to  it  will  be 
found  the  report  of  the  Music  Teacher,  report  of  the  Tru- 
ant Officer,  table  of  school  statistics,  roll  of  honor  and  list 
of  teachers. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  plans  and  efforts  of  last  year  to  secure  good  attend, 
ance  have  been  continued  with  increased  earnestness. 
Teachers,  Committee  and  Superintendent  have  worked  to- 
gether for  this  end.  But  our  record  is  below  what  it  should 
be.  We  ask  and  hope  for  more  effort  in  this  direction. 
The  citizens  of  Shirley,  who  have  done  so  much  to  equip 
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the  schools  well  for  their  work,  thus  showing  their  appre- 
ciation of  this  work,  should  be  incited  thereby  to  do  still 
more  for  the  well  being  of  the  schools.  This  they  can  do 
by  sending  the  children  more  promptly  and  regularly.  The 
judgment  of  those  best  acquainted  with  the  facts  is  that 
at  least  half  the  present  tardiness  and  absence  is  unneces- 
sary, being  due  neither  to  sickness  nor  other  unavoidable 
causes.  Could  tardiness  and  absence  be  entirely  removed 
the  efficiency  of  the  schools  would  be  doubled.  After  hav- 
ing incurred  the  expense  of  establishing  and  maintaining 
schools  for  every  child  in  town,  the  economy  of  having  every 
child  attend  is  obvious.  May  we  not  expect  that  combined 
effort  which  may  greatly  increase  the  good  work  of  our 
schools  by  eliminating  the  avoidable  half  of  the  absence  and 
tardiness!  In  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  later  state  registers  call  for  a  record  of  the  amount 
of  time  lost  by  tardiness  and  dismissal.  When  this  amounts 
to  one  hundred  and  eighty  minutes  it  is  to  be  counted  a 
half  day's  absence. 

The  banner  for  best  attendance  has  been  won  four  time9 
by  the  Grammar  school,  twice  by  the  North  and  East,  and 
once  by  the  Centre. 

teachers'  meetings. 
These  have  been  held  about  once  in  three  weeks.  The 
attendance  at  them  has  been  note-worthy;  only  four  cases 
of  absence  during  the  whole  year,  and  two  of  those  due  to 
illness.  The  meetings  have  been  held  at  the  village,  and 
the  efforts  of  the  teachers  of  the  out-schools  to  be  present 
have  been  heroic.  Thanks  are  due  to  them  and  to  those 
who  have  assisted  them  to  be  present.  Much  time,  thought, 
and  work  have  been  given  to  preparation  for  these  meetings. 
The  aim  has  been  to  help  the  teachers  to  an  intelligent  un- 
derstanding of  the  course  of  study,  to  an  explanation  of  the 
best  methods  of  teaching  different  subjects,  and  to  the  en. 
deavor  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  progress  of  the  education 
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,al  world.  Several  of  the  teachers  have  given  exercises  to 
classes  of  pupils  from  time  to  time,  in  this  way  the  excel- 
lences of  each  have  been  made  available  to  all.  The  gen- 
uine work  done,  the  results  of  which  have  been  put  into^the 
schools  immediately  by  most  of  the  teachers,  has  justified 
the  outlay  of  time  and  money  these  meetings  have  necessi- 
tated. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  schools,  six,  has  been  the  same  as  last 
year.  In  the  Primary  school  this  year,  to  a  greater  extent 
than  ever  before,  the  entire  charge  of  a  portion  of  the  school 
has  been  given  to  the  assistant,  thus  making  really  two 
schools.  This  has  worked  to  the  advantage  of  the  pupils  in 
many  ways.  By  the  present  arrangement,  children  remain 
in  this  school  only  two  years,  except  that  irregularity  of  at- 
tendance, illness,  or  some  other  cause  may  necessitate  a 
longer  stay.  The  advance  in  our  lower  grades  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  the  pupils  now  in  the  Intermediate  school  were 
all  in  the  Primary  less  than  a  year  ago,  while  the  lowest 
class  of  the  Grammar  school  was  in  the  Primary  less  than 
two  years  ago. 

A  glance  into  the  Intermediate  school  would  surprise  one 
who  had  not  been  there  within  a  year.  Busy,  happy  little 
people  are  creditably  filling  the  places  heretofore  occupied 
by  ,  older  children,  in  all  ways  but  one.  It  is  said  that 
Abraham  Lincoln,  being  asked  how  long  he  thought  a  man's 
legs  should  be,  replied,  after  a  moment's  consideration,  that 
he  thought  they  ought  to  be  long  enough  to  reach  the 
ground.  One  might  think  the  same  of  these  children,  for 
here  is  where  they  fail.  Since  we  can  not  wait  for  nature 
to  remedy  this,  we  might  assist  her.  The  inability  of  chil- 
dren to  touch  the  floor  with  their  feet  may  be  conducive  to 
quiet,  but  hardly  to  health. 
t  The  promotion  of  pupils  into  the  Grammar  school  has 
v  compelled  the  consolidation  of  some  classes,  resulting  in 
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three  grades,  the  members  of  which  work  together  fairly 
well.  This  is  a  very  important  school,  and  at  present  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  work  to  be  done  in  it,  which  the  future 
will  increase  rather  than  diminish.  The  Centre  school  has 
been  smaller  than  usual  this  year,  especially  during  the  win- 
ter term.  We  have  been  able  to  combine  some  classes,  so 
that  now  there  are  only  four  well-marked  grades,  but  this 
gives  a  progressive  teacher  all  she  can  do.  At  the  North 
there  are  four  grades,  and  at  the  East  five. 

All  the  schools  are  fairly  graded,  and  the  progress  of  the 
pupils  in  the  course  of  study  will  be  according  to  their  abil- 
ity and  the  skill  of  their  teachers.  But  the  schools  are  not 
yet  up  to  grade,  by  which  is  meant  that  pupils,  nominally 
of  a  certain  grade,  are  doing  the  work  belonging  to  a  lower 
grade  in  the  course  of  study.  It  is  also  true  that  classes 
nominally  of  the  same  grade  in  different  schools  are  nt)t 
always  of  the  same  degree  of  advancement.  This  should 
be  remembered  by  our  people  when  any  comparison  of  the 
scholars  in  different  schools  is  made.  We  believe  in  hav- 
ing every  class  and  every  scholar  do  all  the  work  possible, 
without  waiting  for  pupils  in  another  part  of  the  town  to 
overtake  them. 

TEACHERS. 

Our  people  are  to  be  congratulated  in  that  we  have  been 
able  to  retain  the  same  teachers  in  so  many  of  the  schools. 
The  efficiency  of  the  true  progressive  teacher  increases 
greatly  in  proportion  to  the  time  she  remains  in  the  school. 
Four  of  our  teachers  have  been  with  us  through  the  year, 
and  have  rendered  service  of  constantly  increasing  value. 
Two  others  have  served  us  for  two  terms  very  faithfully  and 
acceptably.  The  fact  that  in  some  of  the  schools  we  can 
pay  a  little  larger  salary  than  is  done  in  some  of  the  neigh- 
boring towns  has  enabled  us  to  retain  the  services  of  good 
teachers,  which  could  not  otherwise  have  been  done.  The 
task  of  securing  suitable  teachers  at  small  salaries  is  difficult 
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and  often  disappointing.  We  must  choose  between  teachers 
of  unsuccessful  experience  and  those  of  no  experience.  The 
former  we  do  not  want,  and  the  latter,  if  successful,  we  can 
not  keep  more  than  one  or  two  terms.  The  cause  of  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  one  of  our  mixed  schools  is  not 
far  to  seek.  It  is  the  most  difficult  school,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  smallest  and  the  one  paying  the  lowest  salary.  The 
remedy  must  be  heroic.  It  is  suggested  under  Recom- 
mendations. Aside  from  this  our  present  corps  of  teachers 
are  progressive,  wide-awake,  energetic,  hard  working  and 
successful.  May  our  people  be  fortunate  enough  to  retain 
them  during  the  coming  year  ! 

GRADUATION. 

From  the  beginning  of  my  work  in  the  schools  I  have 
looked  forward  to  the  completion  of  the  course  of  study  by 
the  members  of  the  highest  class  with  the  hope  that  they 
might  be  graduated  and  receive  suitable  diplomas.  Teach- 
ers have  faithfully  cooperated  with  me  in  this  aim.  With  a 
continuance  of  the  present  conditions  of  work  and  manage- 
ment of  the  schools,  a  small  class  in  the  Grammar  school, 
and  possibly  one  or  two  pupils  in  the  other  schools,  will  be 
presented  in  June  as  candidates  for  graduation.  The  effect 
of  this  cannot  but  be  beneficial  to  all  the  schools.  The  im- 
petus will  be  felt  in  every  grade. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Copies  of  an  abbreviation  of  the  course  of  study,  which  it 
was  thought  might  simplify  the  work  in  the  mixed  schools, 
were  placed  in  the  teachers  hands  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  These  have  served  as  a  ready  reference,  but  the 
copies  of  the  fuller  course  have  been  used  as  needed. 
Teachers  have  also  received  half-term  supplements  to  aid  in 
the  interpretation  of  the  course,  and  to  outline  especially 
the  work  in  nature  study,  physiology,  geometry,  and  book- 
keeping. Some  use  has  been  made  of  the  State  course  of 
study,  and  each  teacher  has  been  furnished  with  a  copy. 
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Arithmetic.  The  good  work  begun  in  this  branch  last 
year  has  been  continued  with  better  results  this  year,  as  the 
teachers  have  come  to  understand  it  better.  The  illustra- 
tive work  is  coming  to  be  a  fundamental  part  of  the  course 
in  arithmetic.  The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  have  been  fur- 
nished with  copies  of  Essentials  of  Arithmetic,  so  that  they 
now  have  a  suitable  text-book. 

Reading.  At  the  opening  of  the  Spring  term  the  Com- 
mittee purchased  one  dozen  copies  each  of  Grandfather's 
Chair,  Hawthorne's  Wonder  Book,  and  Fables  and  Folk 
Stories.  By  being  transferred  the  books  have  been  used  in 
all  the  schools  above  the  Primary.  They  help  to  furnish  a 
needed  variety  in  reading,  and  give  the  children  a  taste  of 
literature,  and  we  hope  will  help  cultivate  a  taste  for  good 
literature.  This  system  of  transference  of  reading  books 
will  allow  all  the  children  of  the  town  to  have  the  use  of  all 
the  books,  while  only  copies  enough  of  any  one  book  for 
the  largest  class  need  be  purchased. 

Nature  Study.  The  first  part  of  the  Spring  term  was 
devoted  to  the  study  of  birds,  the  last  part  of  the  Spring 
and  first  part  of  the  Fall  to  plants,  and  this  Winter  the 
study  of  minerals  has  received  special  attention.  Specimens 
of  the  minerals  studied,  enough  to  furnish  each  pupil,  have 
been  borrowed,  and  the  teachers  have  purchased  the  book 
used,  Clapp's  Thirty-six  Observation  Lessons.  The  pupils 
of  the  Grammar  school  have  been  so  much  interested  in 
the  work  that  they  have  purchased  a  small  set  of  minerals 
to  form  the  beginning  of  a  cabinet.  Many  evidences  of 
the  results  of  the  nature  work  can  be  seen  at  the  schools  by 
any  visitor  desirous  to  examine  them. 

Book-keeping.  This  has  been  put  into  the  upper  grades, 
beginning  with  the  seventh,  and  those  grades  are  all  doing 
some  work  in  this  study.  The  teachers  have  Meservey's 
Single  Entry  Book-keeping.  The  pupils  have  no  books. 
A  lesson  is  given  once  a  week,  taking  the  arithmetic  time, 
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Geometry.  Since  the  opening  of  the  Winter  term,  a  little 
work  in  Geometry  has  been  done  by  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  pupils.  The  teachers  use  as  a  guide  Hill's 
Lessons,  an  elementary  and  very  practical  book.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  all  the  pupils  will  gain  an  insight  into  this  im- 
portant study,  and  that  those  fitting  for  high  school  work 
may  not  fail  in  the  requirements  in  this  branch. 

Color.  As  a  part  of  the  systematic  work  in  Drawing 
that  we  are  doing,  special  attention  has  been  given  at  the 
recent  teachers'  meetings  to  Color.  The  work  of  the  first 
three  years  has  been  carefully  outlined,  and  the  teachers 
have  all  prepared  cards  showing  the  six  standard  colors  and 
the  greys  for  the  first  and  second  years'  work,  and  of  the 
nineteen  hues  to  be  taught  in  the  third  year.  In  future 
meetings  we  hope  to  study  the  theory  of  color  and  prepare 
the  work  for  the  higher  grades. 

MUSIC. 

Mrs.  H.  M.  Gates  Lockhart  has  remained  as  teacher  of 
music  in  the  schools  of  the  Village.  Attention  is  called  to 
her  report. 

PUBLIC  DAYS. 

Visitation  Day  was  observed  by  the  schools  at  the  close 
of  the  Spring  term  by  an  exhibit  of  school  work  and  a  pro- 
gram of  school  exercises,  including  regular  recitations  in 
several  studies  and  rhetorical  exercises.  Such  a  day  is 
observed  in  many  of  the  schools  of  the  state  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year,  and  we  hope  it  may  continue  with  us  a  day 
of  ever  increasing  interest  to  our  people  and  profit  to  the 
children. 

Memorial  Day,  Christmas,  and  Washington's  Birthday 
were  marked  by  suitable  exercises  in  most  of  the  schools. 
The  North  school  purchased  a  flag  during  the  Spring  term, 
and  now  every  school  is  thus  furnished.  These  flags  should 
be  displayed  on  all  special  occasions  that  they  may  continue 
'  to  teach  the  lesson  of  patriotism  to  the  children. 
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GYMNASTICS. 

To  the  teachers  in  the  Village  schools  1  have  given 
weekly  lessons  in  Swedish  gymnastics.  This  system  has 
been  considered  the  best  by  the  school  officials  of  our  state, 
who  have  given  the  subject  most  attention,  and  it  has  been 
introduced  into  many  cities  and  towns  and  into  all  of  the 
normal  schools  of  the  State.  Some  work  in  it  has  been 
done  in  nearly  all  of  the  schools.  The  teachers  have  been 
energetic  and  successful  in  its  introduction,  and  we  shall 
look  to  see  the  results  in  the  improved  form,  carriage,  health 
and  general  physical  development  of  the  children. 

NORTHWEST  MIDDLESEX   TEACHERS*  ASSOCIATION. 

The  teachers  of  this  town  joined  with  those  of  Acton, 
Ashby,  Ayer,  Boxboro',  Dunstable,  Groton,  Littleton,  Pep- 
perell,  Stow,  Townsend  and  Westford  in  the  formation  of  a 
Teachers'  Association  in  this  part  of  Middlesex  county- 
The  first  meeting  was  held  at  Ayer  on  Nov.  17.  Represen* 
tatives  from  ten  of  these  towns  took  part,  Misses  Cobb  and 
Maine  worthily  representing  Shirley  on  the  program,  Miss 
Cobb  by  a  paper  and  Miss  Maine  with  a  class  from  the 
Grammar  school.  The  Secretary  and  Agents  of  the  State 
Board  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  exercises.  Com- 
petent judges  pronounced  the  meeting  one  of  unusual  merit 
and  profit.  Certainly  the  inspiration  from  it  has  been  felt, 
and  its  results  seen  in  all  our  schools. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  last  year's  report  allusion  was  made  to  consolidating 
the  schools.  In  many  places  this  is  receiving  serious  con- 
sideration which  is  leading  to  action.  Good  schools  mean 
the  expenditure  of  money,  and,  if  we  do  not  consolidate,  the 
only  alternative  is  to  pay  large  enough  salaries  to  secure 
and  retain  good  teachers.  Concord,  perhaps,  presents  as 
good  an  example  of  consolidation  as  can  be  cited.  There 
the  schools  are  all  brought  to  the  Centre.    In  Littleton, 
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within  a  few  years,  three  schools  have  been  closed,  and  the 
children  brought  to  the  Centre.  Last  year  $433  was  paid 
there  for  transporting  pupils.  In  Ayer  the  only  out-school 
will  probably  soon  be  closed.  In  Ashby  this  winter  all  the 
out-schools  were  closed  and  the  older  children  carried  to 
the  Centre. 

Is  it  not  a  practical  plan  to  bring  the  children  from  the 
East  and  North  to  the  Centre,  and  have  there  two  teachers 
if  needed  ?  The  children  would  suffer  less  exposure  than 
many  of  them  do  now ;  only  one  building  instead  of  three 
will  need  to  be  kept  in  repair,  warmed  and  provided  with  a 
janitor.  The  salary  of  at  least  one  teacher  will  be  saved, 
which  would  probably  pay  the  cost  of  transportation.  The 
children  of  all  three  schools  would  have  much  better  advan- 
tages ;  larger  classes  would  arouse  greater  interest.  Teach- 
ers' meetings  could  be  more  easily  secured  at  less  expense 
of  time  and  money.  That  part  of  the  Superintendent's  time 
now  spent  in  travelling  from  one  building  to  another  could 
be  put  into  the  school.  The  change  might  be  made  next 
September,  and,  if  the  experiment  were  once  fairly  tried,  it 
would  doubtless  give  satisfaction. 

Upon  this  subject  Agent  Fletcher,  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, writes :  "The  small  size  of  many  rural  schools  is 
one  of  the  most  serious  obstacles  to  success.  Teachers  and 
pupils  find  difficulty  in  maintaining  an  interest  in  the  exer- 
cises. The  increased  expense  of  educating  each  child 
renders  the  employment  of  inefficient  teachers  probable. 
The  town  that  has  one  hundred  pupils  in  four  schools  can 
afford  to  have  much  better  buildings,  appliances,  and  teach- 
ers, than  the  town  that  scatters  its  one  hundred  children 
among  ten  schools.  There  must  be  concentration  of  schools 
to  insure  more  efficient  work ;  and  conveyance  of  pupils  is 
the  only  solution  of  the  problem  at  present  known." 

In  the  matter  of  furniture  is  it  not  time  to  make  a  begin- 
ning of  placing  modern  single  desks  in  the  school  rooms  ? 
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A  good  opportunity  is  now  offered  in  the  Intermediate 
school.  The  advance  made  in  the  schools  in  the  last  two 
years  has  resulted  in  bringing  into  this  room  children  too 
small  to  occupy  the  seats  there.  This  defect  ought  to  be 
remedied  at  once  by  furnishing  new  seats  and  desks  of  proper 
size  for  the  pupils. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  statistical  and  other  mat- 
ter at  the  close  of  this  report. 

To  the  parents  for  their  kind  interest  and  forbearance,  to 
the  teachers  for  their  faithful  cooperation,  high  motive  and 
devoted  work,  to  the  Committee  for  their  constant  sympathy 
and  support,  I  wish  to  express  fny  obligation. 

May  the  school  work  of  the  year  help  to  build  Up  the 
character  of  the  children.

The  time  is  near  at  hand  when  the  teaching  of  music  in 
the  public  schools  will  not  be  looked  upon  as  merely  an  ac- 
complishment, but  as  a  study  which  is  needed  to  fully  round 
out  the  children's  character,  which  every  teacher  must  be 
prepared  to  teach,  and  which  should  have  its  place  in  every 
school  curriculum.
